Inflation has imposed a cruel 
burden on the people particularly 
those who depend for their liveli­ 
hood on fixed incomes.

But there are few per- 
on-s who ha\> avoided the im­ 
pact of inflation on their daily 
lining.

And at the same 
time, more than 4300,000 people 
cannot find jobs. 


This week the Senate provided 
the tools to take apart and study 
this strange situation.

Feagan Says New 
Natural Gas Tax 
Would Hurt State 


Proposals 
before the Legisla­ 
ture to put more taxe* on natural 
ga* will become an added burden 
to practically all Texas oil and 
ga* 
producer* who are already 
the state’* No. I industrial tax­ 
payers. E. C. Feagan, local oil 
information committee chairman 
for the Mid-Continent 
Oil and 
Gas Association said ‘hia week. 
“One of the** billa, a so-calied 
tax on dedicated ga*, is advocat­ 
ed as a tax that would only hit 
big gas pipeline companies, 
but 
actually It will fall on Texas pro­ 
ducers,” he said. 
“Many people who are aware 
of the heavy taxes paid by the 
state* petroleum industry do not 
realize that gas producers and oil 
producer* in most Instances ar# 
the same taxpayers. 
Moat ga* is 
found In the search for oil, and 
even 30 per cent of all Texaa gas 
comes out of the same well* as 
oil,” Feagan sad. 
He pointed out that oil and gas 
producers' taxe* In th# last fiscal 
year totaled $198,000,000 for the 
state government. 
“Of this amount th# producers 
paid $42,000,000 on natural gas 
production under the present tax 
of seven per cent of th# gross 
value. No other business in Texas 
pays such a high per cent of It* 
gross Income as does the pro­ 
ducer when he sells hi* ga*,” he 
said. 
“It would be unfair to incre&se 
it to IO per cent a* some are ad­ 
vocating today,” the OIC leader 
said. ' Producers are already pay­ 
ing 30 per cent of every' state 
tax dollar collected and they ac­ 
count for two-thirds of all state 
tax money collected from busi­ 
ness and property owner*.” 
He said Texas producers are 
paying two-thirds 
of the state 
costs 
for various state welfare 
proem s Including old age assist­ 
ance. 
They pay 45 per cent of 
the state cost for public education 
• -one of the largest item* In the 
state budget.

$240 in income taxes due to the 
community property law, advises 
la x Man Sam in a release to The 
Herald.

either to the husband or the wife 
who earned it. 
However, in a 
community 
property 
state 
like 
Texas both the husband and the 
wife own the salary check. 
This 
may result in not only the hus­ 
band receiving a $240 deduction 
from his retirement income, but 
his wife, under certain circum­ 
stance*. may also qualify for a 
$240 tax deduction on her half of 
the retirement cnecki. 


In some cases th * means that 
a Texas couple wFl recaiv* a $480 
retirement income tax benefit in­ 
stead of the S210 they would re­ 
ceiv# if they lived in Oklahoma 
or Arkansas. 
However, the com­ 
munity property 
laws can also 
work to completely eliminate the 
retirement 
income 
benefit 
for 
both husband and wife whereas 
they would be entitled to t $242 
tax deductlocn in other stales.
